Under the hearing, “Senator LaFollette and his — election 
chances,” the Rural New-Yorker has the folbowing to say: 
‘Many of our readers have asked us to tell them about the new 


Progressive or LaFollette party — especially as to its strength and its 
effect upon the pending election. Most of us at the East know 
little about this movement. It is like the Roosevelt campaign in 
1912, evidently a one-man movement grouped around the person- 
alty of Senator LaFollette. In the event of his death there is no 
reason to suppose that his party would hold togetther, since even 
Roosevelt, a stronger personality, could not hold his Progressive 
party. It broke after several campaigns and its members went 
back to their old political associations. We are told that Senator 
LaFollette really seems to have in mind the formation of a labor 
party somewhat like the political group which now controls England.
